Roald Amu ndsen, veteran Arctic 
explorer and partner of General 
Umberto Nobile on their 
1926 
North Pole flight, was asked by 
the Norwegian government 
to ­ 
day to go to the relief of 
the 
storm stricken dirigible Italia. 
The government’s requ est fol­ 
lowed an appeal by the Italian 
ambassador. The cabinet met im­ 
mediately and decided that A- 
mu ndsen was the man, and he 
was asked to arrange to organ­ 
ize help for the dirigible. 
Amu ndsen, the only man 
in 
the world who has crossed both 
poles at the extremities of the 
world, was expected to organize 
an expedition at once. 
It was Amu ndsen who on De­ 
cember 14, 1911, discovered the 
sou th pole, 13 years alter Capt. 
James Cook had led the 
first 
Antarctic 
exploration 
expedi­ 
tion. 
On May 12, 1926, Amu ndsen, 
Nobile and Lincoln 
Ellsworth. 
American, flew across the North 
Pole in the dirigible Norge. 
The Secretary of War late to­ 
day su mmoned a meeting at the 
war department to arrange for a 
relief expedition.

mu ndsen, Captain Riiser Larsen, 
who accomnanied

to attend.

Coolidge. 
Senator Goff of West Virginia, 
a third candidate, was

The statesm en of the variou s Eu ropean 
nations are still trying to prove that their own 
cou ntries were innocent of blame for the starting 


ty is so highly developed tha t men have to draw 
on all of their stored u p nervou s energy to shou l­ 
der continu ally m ou nting responsibilities. 
Women, in addition to discharging their du ­ 
ties at home, find so many demands u pon their 
time in meeting their social and civil obligations, 
tha t they have little time for relaxation and rest. 
The pace tha t the tw entieth centu ry has set 
for u s is so strenu ou s that it is little wonder tha t 
of the conflict, and tha t the fau lt was all their 
the heart wears ou t and ceases to fu nction.

Tragedy u nu tterable 
spread itself over the earth for fou r long years. 
Why bother w hether the statesm en in Berlin 
were more at fau lt than those in Paris and St. 
Petersbu rg? 


For the World War, it mu st be 
repeated, 
wasn’t a thing that su ddenly bu rst ou t of the 
blu e to the amazement of the statesm en 
and 
generals involved. 
It su rprised u s common folk , 
to be su re; bu t don’t think for a m inu te that it 
came as a shock to 
Berlin, 
Paris, Vienna, St. 
Petersbu rg or London. 


It had been germ inating for many, many 
years. 
Every cou ntry had made very 
definite 
ana far-reaching plans for it long in advance. In 
all Eu rope there was not a general or an adm iral 
who had not been tau ght, long ago, w hat to do 
when the war came. 
It was tak en for granted, 
accepted as inevitable. 


The thing for u s to do now is not to spend 
ou r time examining ancient archives and docu ­ 
m ents to determ ine the precise shade of gu ilt of 
each m an shou ld bear. 
Ou r task is to examine 
the present-day situ ation and see w hether it in 
any way resembles the Eu ropean situ ation prior 
to 1914.

World W ar is ended. 
If we are 
wise, we will tak e cou nsel so tha t it may never 
be repeated.

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PLACING BLAME FOR THE WAR 


Although it is nearly ten years since a group 


of men met in a railway box car in France and 
signed the armistice that ended the World War, 
the flood of books, pamphlets and magazine 
articles by actors in that great drama does not 
abate. The statesmen of the various European 
nations are still trying to prove that their own 
countries were innocent of blame for the starting 
of the conflict, and that the fault was all their 
enemies.' 


Probably it will be a. good many years before 


history can definitely apportion the responsibili- 
ty. 
Most of us by this time have receded from 


the position we held ten years ago. We are will- 
ing to admit that perhaps the fault was not en- 
tirely Germany's; 
we are not shocked when 


someone suggests that France and Russia could 
have worked a little harder to avoid war. 


• But on the whole, the chief emotion one gets 


from reading these discussions of war guilt is a 
feeling of the utter futility of the whole business. 


What earthly difference does it make, at this • 


date, who really started the war, anyhow? 
The 


main thing is that the war happened. That is 
the one reality. Many millions of men went to 
death, and countless billions of dollars worth of 
property were destroyed. Tragedy unutterable 
spread itself over the earth for four long years. 
Why bother whether the statesmen in Berlin 
were more at fault than those in Paris and St. 
Petersburg? 


For the World War, it must be repeated, 


wasn't a thing that suddenly burst out of the 
blue to the amazement of the statesmen and 
generals involved. It surprised us common folk, 
to be sure; but don't think for a minute that it 
came as a shock to Berlin, Paris, Vienna, St. 
Petersburg or London. 


It had been germinating for many, many 


years. 
Every country had made very 
definite 


anH far-reaching plans for it long in advance. In 
all Europe there was not a general or an admiral 
who had not been taught, long ago, what to do 


„ w.hen the war came. -It was taken for granted, 


accepted as inevitable. 


The thing for us to do now is not to spend 


our time examining ancient archives and docu- 
ments to determine the precise shade of guilt of 
each man should bear. Our task is to examine 
the present-day situation and see whether it in 
any way resembles the European situation prior 
to 1914. The World War is ended. If we are 
wise, we will take counsel so that it may never 
be repeated.
